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OBITUARY  OF  JOHN  FREDERICK  LANGFORD 


ANOTHER  OLD  CITIZEN  GONE 

(From  the  Rushville,  Ill.  Times,  Jan  20,  1387) 

John  F.  Langford,  an  old  and  respected  citizen  of  this  county 
died  at  his  home  in  Woodstock  township  on  the  15th  day  of  Jan., 
1887.  John  Frederick  Langford  was  bom  in  County  Carlow,  Ireland, 
June  14th,  1815.  He  emigrated  to  this  country  in  his  youth,  and 
came  to  this  county  in  1834,  settling  on  the  farm  where  he  conti¬ 
nued  to  reside  until  his  death.  He  was  twice  married;  first  Aug. 
16,  1841  to  Miss  Mary  Adams;  second,  Oct.  1860  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Skaggs  (nee  Edmonston).  He  leaves  surviving  him  six  children; 
two  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  first  wife,  and  two  sons  by  his 
second.  With  the  exception  of  his  eldest  son,  Richmond,  who  lives 
in  Iowa,  and  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Win.  Black  Jr.,  a  resident  of  Henry 
County,  Mo.  and  Mrs.  B.  Ingles,  Jr.,  who  though  living  near  by 
was  confined  to  a  bed  of  sickness,  all  were  present  during  the 
last  fatal  illness. 

Mr,  Langford  was  stricken  with  congestion  of  the  brain  on  the 
morning  of  the  14th  inst.,  and  from  that  time  'was  unconscious.  At 
6:30  o^clock  on  the  morning  of  the  14th,  surrounded  by  his  sorrow¬ 
ing  family  and  sympathizing  neighbors  he  quietly  and  peacefully 
passed  away.  Although  the  final  summons  came  suddenly,  it  was  not 
to  him  wholly  unexpected.  In  conversation  with  the  writer  not 
long  since  he  stated  that  he  was  impressed  with  the  conviction 
that  in  the  not  far  distant  future  he  would  be  called  to  his  final 
home.  Mr.  Langford  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  intelligence 
and  information,  having  enjoyed  good  educational  advantages  in 
his  youth,  though  he  was  always  modest,  retiring  and  unassuming. 

The  esteem  in  which  he  has  been  held  by  those  who  know  him  was 
manifested  frequently  by  his  selection  to  represent  the  people 
of  his  township  in  various  official  capacities,  though  by  him 
such  marks  of  respect  were  always  unsolicited.  John  F.  Langford 
was  really  and  truly  one  of  nature *s  noblemen.  Pursuing  the 
right,  as  light  was  given  him  to  see  the  right,  upright  in  his 
dealings;  kind,  patient  and  forbearing  in  all  intercourse  with 
his  fellow-man;  ever  ready  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  those  worthy 
of  assistance;  faithfully  striving  to  do  his  duty  in  all  the  re¬ 
lation  of  life,  he  passes  to  his  reward  universally  regretted  and 
mourned  by  those  who  knew  him  best. 

Although  never  having  made  a  public  profession  of  religion, 

Mr.  L.  was  ever  actuated  by  the  Christian  principles.  He  long 
since  adopted  the  golden  rule  for  his  motto,  and  having  put  his 
hand  to  the  plow  he  never  suffered  himself  to  look  back.  He  was 
a  most  kind  and  affectionate  husband  and  father,  and  to  the  stri¬ 
cken  family  and  relatives  the  community  extend  their  most  sincere 
and  heartfelt  sympathy.  An  appropriate  and  impressive 
funeral  service  was  held  at  his  late  residence,  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  John  Knowles,  after  which  the  remains  were  followed  to  the 
graveyard  (near  by  by  a  large  concourse  of  sympathizing  neighbors 
and  friends,  where  they  were  quietly  laid  to  rest.  "The  silver 
cord  is  loosened  and  the  golden  bowl  is  broken."  J.H.B,

was  originally  written.  Line  20  should  rea,d  "  6:30  o^clock  on  the 
morning  of  the  15th.  surrounded  by  his  sorrow^  etc, ) 
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The  poem  printed  below  was  written  by  George  Uoshington  Langford,  brother  of 
•John  Frederick  Langford.  In  printing  it  in  the  old  McGuffey  Reader,  a  typo¬ 
graphical  error  was  made  on  the  word  Langford,  making  it  Hangford,  or  else  in 
submitting  the  poem  to  the  publishers  George  Washington  was  careless  about  his 
signature  and  the  letter  L,  perhaps  scrawled  out  elaborately,  looked  like  an  H. 
However,  there  is  no  doubt  that  George  Washington  Langford  wrote  it  for  "Uncle 
George’s  poem,  ’Speak  Gently,*  has  long  been  a  family  tradition.  George  Wash¬ 
ington  died  while  still  quite  a  young  man  and  his  original  penned  copy  of  the 
poem  used  to  be  in  the  family  for  Lellus  Frederick  Langford  (No.  *8  in  this  book) 
remembers  seeing  it.  He  doesn’t,  however,  recall  seeing  it  for  a  good  many  years 
and  queries  to  other  relatives  have  failed  to  locate  it,  so  it  is  possible  it  was 
lost  along  with  so  many  of  the  Langford  family  heirlooms  and  papers  in  the  fire 
y/hich  destroyed  the  John  Frederick  Langford  home  in  Schuyler  County,  Illinois, 
some  years  ago.  Lellus  Frederick  remembers  his  father  speaking  of  the  misspelling 
of  his  Uncle  George’s  name  on  the  poem  in  the  McGuffey  Reader.  He  often  mentioned 
that  this  should  be  corrected  but  it  was  put  off.  In  the  meantime,  in  a  later 
edition  of  the  McGuffey  Reader,  the  poem  appeared  with  a  few  words  changed  here 
and  there  and  accredited  to  David  Bates.  I  hope  to  solve  this  mix-up  in  author¬ 
ship  and  am  in  communication  with  the  publishers  of  the  McGuffey  Reader,  who  feel 
that  I  may  hove  the  information  that  will  clear  up  this  uncertainty.  Now  that 
an  old  letter  of  George’s  brother,  Benjamin  Franklin  Longford,  has  just  come  into 
my  hands,  in  which  mention  is  made  of  George’s  "Speak  Gently,"  I  feel  that  we  have 
sufficient  proof  to  assure  proper  credit’s  being  given.

On  a  third 
chart  Mr.  Sadleir  gives  the  data  that  John  Langford  of  Kells  Co,  Limerick,  Gent, 

Will  dated  8  April  1745,  proved  3  July  1755,  married  Elizabeth  Mountain  Will  dated 
5  June  1766.  Proved  22  Dec  1768.  Mr.  Sadleir  does  not  give  his  source  of  information 
for  these  last  two  charts,  but  they  would  seem  to  mo  to  conflict  with  the  data  given 
on  the  first  chart  in  that  on  one  he  has  James  Langford  as  the  husband  of  Mary 
Drew  and  on  the  other  he  has  William  Langford  as  her  husband - however  it  is  pos¬ 

sible  that  William  married  her  first  and  then  James.  Also — I  imagine  the  name  Moun¬ 
tin  and  Monckton  might  well  be  two  different  spellings  of  the  same  word.

Information  on  the  Family  and  Ancestors  of  Mary  Adams 

The  following  was  taken  from  the  many  letters  I  have  received  from 
Agatha  Adams  of  Timewell,  Illinois,  during  the  past  two  years.  (Her  father, 
Buford  Adams,  was  a  brother  to  Mary  Adams  Langford.)  I  have  taken  the  in¬ 
formation  contained  in  all  of  her  letters  and  written  it  up  as  one  letter. 

Dear  Cousin  Virginia: 


Received  your  letter  asking  about  relatives.  Your  great  grand¬ 
mother,  Mary  Adams,  was  my  aunt  (my  father’s  sister).  Her  father’s 
name  was  Peter  Adams  and  her  mother’s  name  was  Ona  Orchard.  Peter 
Adams’  father’s  name  was  Haclamiah  and  his  w ife’s  name  was  Sophia,  but 
I  don’t  know  her  maiden  name.  They  lived  near  Boonville  (or  Boonesboro) , 
Kentucky,  and  came  from  there  to  Illinois  but  I  don’t  know  what  year. 
Mary  Adams  had  a  brother  Richmond,  named  for  the  town  of  Richmond,  Ken- 
tucks’-,  cnd  that  is  as  ?ar  as  1  kaow  older  relatives. 

I  think  I’m  the  oldest  living  member  of  the  family.  I  was  86  on 
December  16,  1941.  I  expect  you  would  be  pleased  to  know  that  when  our 
ancestors  cane  here,  there  were  five  girls.  They  rode  on  horseback  and 
drove  geese  and  sheep.  Your  great  grandmother,  Mary  Adams,  was  one  of 
them  so  you  know  they  must  have  been  early  Americans. 


There  were  several  families  came  together,  the  Adams,  Orchards 
and  Wilsons.  The  girls  rode  horseback  and  drove  sheep  and  geese,  and 
grandfather  brought  apple  seeds  from  which  we  got  our  orchards.  The 
Adams  came  from  Kentucky.  There  was  a  young  horse  got  loose  from  the 
group  and  went  back  home  so  the  rest  waited  while  one  of  the  men  went 
back  for  the  horse,  which  took  about  three  days. 

Aunt  Julita  stayed  with' her  grandfather  Maclamiah  and  his  wife 
when  they  were  old,  and  one  day  she  went  to  the  spring  for  water  and 
saw  a  slave-owner  noil  a  slave  to  a  tree  by  the  car.  That’s  all  I  can 
think  of  just  now  but  if  there  are  any  other  questions,  just  let  me  know. 


I  want  to  give  you  the  information  that  is  contained  in  the 
family  record  that  my  father,  Buford  Adams,  left  to  me,  (his  parents 
were  Peter  Adams  and  Ona  Orchard) :

Mary  Adams  married  John  Frederick  Langford  on  August  16,  1841. 

Aunt  Julita  married  ~rillis  Hicks  and  Aunt  Naomi  married  Thomas  Darbyshire. 
Aunt  Aggie  married  Milton  Booth.  Aunt  Hosannah  married  her  cousin,  Feter 
Chestnut  Adams,  a  pioneer  doctor,  on  May  5,  1853.  He  was  born  on  Septem¬ 
ber  14,  1320,  and  came  here  from  Kentucky.  Aunt  Lurania  married  a  man  by 
the  name  of  Uilson,  but  I  don’t  know  the  first  name.  Uncle  Richmond  married 
Ann  Gillenwater.  I  think  Aunt  Julita’ s  birth  should  be  June  17  instead  of 
•t-Ko  loth.  Do  you  think  it  should  be  changed? 

Buro.i.-d  Ad-vng  maniod  Elizabeth  Black,  daughter  of  James  P.  Black 
and  Mary  Padgett.  Elizabeth  Black  was  born  November  17,  1828  and  died 
October  29,  1906.

Some  of  the  dates  are  out  of  a  family  bible;  others  are  out  of  a 
United  States  history  in  which  my  father  had  written  them.  He  also  used 
the  fly-leaf  of  the  book,  "The  Life  of  Benjamin  Franklin." 

Then  they  were  elderly,  Maclamiah  and  wife  Sophia  lived  on  a  farm 
in  Kentucky.  Their  grandaughter  Julita,  daughter  of  Peter  and  Ona  Adams 
lived  with  them. 

The  Adams  cemetery  is  on  the  farm  where  Peter  Adams  and  Ona 
settled.  It  is  in  Uoodstock  township,  Schuyler  County,  Illinois,  near 
Star  Bridge.  They  lie  buried  there.  There  arc  no  markers  on  their 
graves. 

You  said  that  in  looking  through  Madison  County  marriage  records 
at  the  library  that  you  had  found  a  marriage  listed  as  having  taken 
place  between  Peter  Adams  and  Polly  Orchard  on  July  17,  1811,  with 
Nathan  Adams  as  bondsman.  I  think  this  Mary  Orchard  you  speak  of  (Polly), 
is  my  grandmother.  Her  oldest  daughter’s  name  was  Mary  and  she  was  called 
Polly.  Possibly  her  name  could  have  been  Ona,  also. 

My  father,  Buford  Adams,  had  cousins  by  the  name  of  Emily  0.  Cox, 
Juliana  Cox  and  Anderson  Orchard.  These  three  were  the  children  of  John 
Orchard,  who  was  a  brother  of  Ona  Orchard. 

You  asked  me  how  I  knew  that  Maclamiah  was  the  first  name  of  my 
great  grandfather.  His  grandaughter,  who  was  my  aunt,  told  me  that  was 
his  name.

Following  is  a  reference  report  from  the  Illinois  State  Historical  Library: 

Nothing  could  be  found  about  the  Adams  family  in  Kentucky.  The"Combined 
History  of  Schuyler  and  Brown  counties,  Illinois”  by  W.  R.  Brink  7  Co.,  1882, 
states  on  page  65  that  Peter  Adams  located  in  Naught  Settlement  as  early  as  1833. 
The  same  information  is  given  in  the  history  of  "’oodstoclc  township,  page  331. 
Nothing  further  about  him  is  given. 

The  last  date  in  the  list  of  the  first  one  hundred  marriages  in  Schuyler 
county  is  1831,  so  it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  Peter  Adams  married  in 
Schuyler  county  or  not.  Trying  to  find  some  information  regarding  Ona  Orchard, 
it  was  noticed  in  the  list  of  the  first  one  hundred  marriages  in  Brown  county 
(separated  from  Schuyler  county  in  1839)  that  James  P.  Cox  married  Julianna 
Orchard  on  October  6,  1841.  (page  141).  In  the  biography  of  James  A.  Cox,  born 
February  20,  1850,  son  of  Nilliam  F.  Cox,  we  find:  "His  mother  was  Emily  Orchard 
daughter  of  John  Orchard,  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  of  the  eastern  part  of  the 
county.  She  was  born  in  Madison  county,  Kentucky."  (p.  327)  It  is  possible 
this  is  the  same  family  of  which  Ona  Orchard  was  a  member. 


Following  passages  were  taken  from  letters  received  from  Mabel  C.  Thomas, 
of  Dos  Moines,  Iowa: 

Emily  and  Juliana  were  the  sisters  of  Anderson  Orchard,  my  grandfather, 
whoso  father  was  John,  all  from  Madison  county,  Kentucky,  but  am  sorry  I  can 
odd  nothing  to  what  you  stated  on  your  card.  Has  your  great- great- grandmother fs 
maiden  name  Ona  (Polly)  Orchard?  I  have  the  mention  of  Anderson  Orchard’s 
family  staying  all  night  at  "Aunt  Polly’s"  somewhere  between  Brown  county, 

Illinois,  and  the  Mississippi  Rivor  as  they  were  enroutc  to  Iowa  about  1854.  I 
wonder  if  this  was  your  great-great-grandmother? 

Regarding  the  earlj^  Orchards’  church  membership,  I  would  deduce  they  were 
Disciples  of  Christ  or  Campbellites,  as  early  records  might  show.  This  deduction 
is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Coxes  in  Illinois  and  all  but  one  of  the  Iowa 
Orchards  were  of  that  faith. 

I  don’t  know  the  date  John  Orchard  died,  but  he  was  remembered  as  an  old,  bent 
man  before  his  death.  Have  you  tried  the  roster  of  Madison  county,  Kentucky, 
soldiers  in  the  Har  of  1812? 


Following  is  from  letter  of  Stephen  Parrish,  Attorney  of  Richmond,  Kentucky: 

The  Orchard  family  was  at  one  time  numerous  in  this  county.  It  is  not  so 
now.  They  began  to  disappear  or  die  out  about  1861  or  1865.  Alex.  Orchard,  so 
the  Deed  Book  shows,  accepted  a  deed  from  one  Jesse  Embry  in  1796.  He  made  con¬ 
veyances  to  Levi  Orchard  and  heirs,  Book  L(or  Z)  1846-1848. 

John  Orchard  to  Hugh  Brown  1819-1821 
John  Orchard  to  Thos.  Todd  1805-1800 
John  Orchard  to  John  Crooke  1796-1800 

The  women  folks  of  that  name,  of  course,  change  their  names  when  they  marry. 
I  suggest  that  you  write  to  the  County  Clerk  at  Booneville,  Ky.  My  mother  was  an 
Adams,  daughter  of  Thomas  Adams,  There  are  four  or  five  groups  of  Adams  families 
in  this  county. 


The  County  Clerk  at  Booneville,  Ky  states,"  There  is  no  record  of  the  Adams- 
>  Orchard  families  here.  Our  county  wasn’t  established  until  1843.  On  Jan.  29,  1929 
the  Court  House  and  all  records  here  were  burned."

I  turn  several  pages  until  I  find  num¬ 
ber  15  and  hero  Thomas  Jefferson’s  marriage  and  a  list  of  his  children  is  given. 

I  am  number  *56  in  the  list.  All  persons  who  marry  are  given  an  before  their 
name  when  listed  as  children,  indicating  that  they  will  be  mentioned  later  on  m 
connection  with  the  marriage,  keeping  their  some  number  at  far  left  of 
Use  the  Index  below  when  you  simply  want  to  find  a  single  name  quickly.  The  page 
on  which  that  name  will  bo  found  is  given  opposite  the  name.
